Washix«jton. April G.—The Presiden- 
tml-eonnt bill, which passed the Striate 
without amendment, provides that the

TELLER AND CH ANDLER. 


Professor John W. Hoyt, of this State, 
who was for several years secretary of the 
agricultural society, was appointed Gov­ 
ernor of the Territory of Wyoming. His 
commission will expire in a short time, 
and he is low in Washington looking 
after reappointment He has given most 
excellent satisfaction in that Territory, 
and before the Legislature adjourned, a 
resolution was passed by a unanimous 
vote of the Council aud Assembly, recom­ 
mending his reappointment and instruct­ 
ing their delegate to use his exertions 
to that end. 
This gratifying action 
was supplemented by a personal assur­ 
ance of members that it was not a mere 
form of encouraging the Governor to 
take an interest in liaviug his commission 
renewed. This indication of confidence 
was the more acceptable from the fact 
that the Legislature is Democratic, and 
the Governor is a pronounced Repub­ 
lican. 
The Republicans of Wisconsin 
will sincerely hojie that Governor Hoyt 
will be reappointed. 


The Jefferson County Union, shaking 
in regard to an important decision of the 
Supreme Court of the United States, 
says. 
In 1857 the tow a of Koshkonong issued 
bonds to the amount of $50,000, in aid of 
what is now Hie Northwestern railroad. 
These bonds were of the denomination of 
$1,000, payable in twenty years, each 
with interest coupons attached. In the 
course of time, ail the bonds were taken 
up by tile town, except two, the owner­ 
ship of which for a long time could not 
be ascertained. Finally they were dis. 
covered to be lodged in the hands of one 
Oscar A. Burton, iff Vermont. Negotia­ 
tions 
were 
entered into for their 
payment, 
but 
owing 
to 
the 
fact that Mr. Burton demanded not 
ouly the face of the I Hinds and interest, 
but interest on the interest as well, ne­ 
gotiations were blocked. The town su­ 
pervisors took counsel of Hon. L. B. Cas­ 
well, and offered $5,000 for the Imuds. 
This offer was reject^!. 
Finally they 
wrote to inquire if it would luke $0,000, 
but he still refused, demanding Shylock 
like, the full interest. This the town re­ 
fused to pay, aud suit was commenced in 
the United States Circuit Court at Madi­ 
son in May, 1880, for $8,400 by Mr. Bur­ 
ton.

THE INDIANS. 


W a s h in g t o n , April 6.—The new secre­ 
tary of the interior gave expression to 
his views on one point of the Indian 
question to-day, that indicates a modifi­ 
cation of Secretary Kirkwood’s policy. 
He was asked what he thought of tile 
allotment of lands in severalty to the 
savage?. Said he: “The allotment in sev­ 
eralty I do not regard as practicable, ex­ 
cept in cases where the Indians are part­ 
ly civilized. It is no use to put wild In­ 
dians on land parcelled out to them, be­ 
cause they will not stay on it if we do* 
They do not want a lot laid off for them­ 
selves, because they do not realize the 
worth of it. If Indians are somewhat 
• 
civilized, so as to know the value of land 
and what it can be made to produce, and 
then are broken into work, it may do to 
give them a farm; but the wild Iudians 
do not want a farm, and won’t stay on it 
if it is given to them.” It is believed 
that the Indian policy under the new 
secretary will be characterized by more 
firmness in practical dal mg with the sav­ 
ages than for some years.

OLD MAN BENDER. 


S t. Louis. April G—The police author­ 
ities here believe that they have at last 
captured old man Bender, the Kansas 
butcher. His arrt»st was made last Tues 
day afternoon, but the police have kept 
the affair secret. 
The circumstances of the arrest are as 
follows: Uermau H. Green, a German, 
who resides in this city, .was formerly a 
private in the Sixth United States Infan­ 
try, aud in 1871 was stationed at Osage 
Station, Kau., seven miles from which 
point John Bender and family resided. 
He saw Bender several times ever)* week, 
as the latter brought Ins vegetables to 
the camp to sell, and knew him well. 
Last Monday he 
saw 
three 
men 
in a skiff on the 
river in North 
St. Louis, one of whom he declared to lie 
John Bender. The police were informed, 
and the men were arrested. Two of them 
gave the names of August Klcots and 
Charles Hammond. The man supposed 
to be Bender gave the name of John 
Baelis. His two companions stated that 
they lived in Osage county, Mo., and had 
been down the river, intending to go to 
Arkansas. They met the old man, who 
called themselves Baelis, a few weeks 
ago, aud he wanted to accompany them, 
aud finally they consented. Klotts and 
Hammond were released, and Baelis has 
been in confinement since.

man of good character and antecedents, 
and the police believe his statement. De­ 
velopments are expected.

A little spirit of turpentine added to 
the water with which floors are washed 
prevent the ravages of moths. 
When 
carpets 
aro 
well-cleaned f 
sprinkle with salt and fold; when 
laid, strew with 
slightly moistened 
bran before sweeping. 
This with tho 
salt will freshen them up wonderfully. 
Fuller’s earth, mixed to a stiff paste 
With cold water, spread on the carpet 
and covered w ith brown paj>er, will, lr 
a day or two remove grease sjiots.

second application may la* necessary. 
Spirits of ammonia diluted with water 
if applied with a sponge or flannel to 
discolored spots oil tho carpets or gar­ 
ments will often restore the color. 
A paste made of whiting aud bcuzino 
will clean marble, and one mode of whit­ 
ing and chloride of soda, spread and loft 
to dry (in the sun if possible) on tho 
marble, will remove spots. 
Use kerosene, or bath-brick, or pow­ 
dered lime, to scour iron, tin or copjier; 
wash in hot suds, and polish with dry 
whiting. 
To give glass great brilliancy, wash i 
with a damp sponge dipped in spirit, 
then dust with powdered blue or w ilt­ 
ing (tied in a thin muslin bag), and pol­ 
ish with a chamois skin. 
A flannel cloth dipjH^l into warm soap- 
suits and then into whiting and appliec 
to paint, w ill instantly remove all grease 
and dirt. 
Wash with c lean water aud 
dry. Tho most delicate paint will not 
be injure d, ami w ill look like new. 
One pound of green c opperas dissolved 
in one quart of boiling water will destroy 
foul smells. 
Powdi-ivd borax scattered 
in their haunts will destroy eorkroaches. 
Plaster of Paris mixed with gum ara­ 
bic water makes an excellent white ce­ 
ment, but must lie used immediately, as 
it hardens quickly. 
A mixture of five 
parts of gelatine to one of acid chromate 
of lime applied to broken edges, which 
should be pressed together and exposed 
to the sunlight, makes an insoluble 
cement. 
To w hiten walls, serai*) off all the old 
whitewash aud wash the walls with a 
solution of two ounces of white vitrol to 
four gallons of water. 
{Soak a quarter 
of a pound of white glue iii water for 
twelve hours; strain and place in a tin 
pail; cover with fresh water. 
When 
melted, stir in tho gluo eight pounds of 
whiting, and water enough to make it as 
thick as common whitewash. 
Apply 
evenly with a good brush, 
lf Uke walls 
are very yellow, blue the water slightly 
by squeezing in it a flannel bluebag. 
To clean whiting, wash with a solution 
of one pint of salt to four gallons of wa­ 
ter, and wipe dry immediately. 
To cloan oilcloth, wash always with 
warm milk. 
Once in six months scour 
with hot soapsuds, dry thoroughly, and 
apply a coat of varnish. 
They will last 
as long again. 
To remove spots from furniture, take 
four ounces of vinegar, two ounces of 
sweet oil, one ounce of turpentine. 
Mix 
and apply with a flannel cloth.

a true historical light- 
No selection of 
a biographer has been made. 
No doubt 
the task will bo confided to some one 
whose place in literature is already won, 
and who will not seek the work for the 
reputation it will bring.

In reply to a question whether it pays 
to grind the cob with the corn for feeding 
stock, the National Live Stock Journal 
>ays: 
44 This question comes for an an­ 
swer very often. 
It depends tnton the 
facilities for grinding and the kind of 
stin k to bo fe»L 
Sheep grind corn bet­ 
ter than cattle, and therefore they util­ 
ize the nutriment iii whole corn better. 
The cob contains more actual nutriment 
than is generally supposed. 
It shows, 
on analysis, 42.G per cent. of carlxv 
hydrates, 1.4 per cent. of albuminoids 
and the same of fat. 
It is quite safe to 
say that cobs have one-half the value of 
hay, when fed with food rich in nitro­ 
gen, which it so greatly lacks; and when 
the cob is ground fine in burr mill­ 
stones there is nothing injurious to ani­ 
mals in it. 
There is much said about 
the danger of feeding cob-meal. but 
there is no foundation for this preju­ 
dice. 
When the cob is ground fine with 
the com, it must certainly be in a much 
lieder condition for feeding titan corn 
in Ute car, when cattle swallow a large 
part of the cob without masticating it 
any more than is necessary for swallow­ 
ing it. 
Yet tjie cob does not pass in 
anything like the proportion the grain 
does; and while millions of cattle are 
fattened every year in the* West on ear 
cora, sensible people will not be alarmed 
at the danger of feeding well-ground 
cobs. 
Where mills are prepared for grind­ 
ing cobs, it will pay to grind in the ear, 
as, in addition to the nutriment iii the cob, 
it saves shelling, and the cob mixed 
with the meal separates the particles of 
meal, so that it goes into the stomach 
iii a more porous condition; the gastric 
juice thus penetrates it more perfectly, 
and the meal is digested better than 
when eaten alone. 
The writer fed five 
work-horses u|>on cob-meal, mixed with 
cut hay, for several years, and their 
health remained excellent. 
We do not wish to convey the idea 
that corn-cobs of themselves would be 
worth grinding, but corn in the ear can 
be ground whole as cheaply as corn can 
be shelled and ground; and, if the 
farmer is short of coarse fodder, there 
can be no doubt that it is wisdom to 
grind cob aud all.”

The sunflower promises to be popular 
among fashionable people on account of 
its gaudy yellow color, which is admired 
by Air. Oscar Wilde and his numerous 
disciples. 
Last season sunflowers sold 
at Saratoga and Newport for twenty-live 
cents each for decorative purposes. 
It 
is fortunate that the sunflower has be­ 
come fashionable.

they will allow them to mature they can 
realize considerable from their seed.
